The “Kinsey Report” 


Dear Joan:— 


So the “girls” at the bridge 
club finally got around to ask- 
ing you what the Catholic 
Church teaches about the so- 
called “Kinsey Report’’—more 
pompously entitled “Sexual 
Behavior in the Human Fe- 
male.” The Church hasn’t said 
anything about this money- 
making opus of the renowned 
Dr. Kinsey, nor will the Church 
dignify his book with any 
statement. Joan, the Church 
has a lot more important prob- 
lems to consider than the pru- 
rient and salacious “findings” 
of the overly-inquisitive Kin- 
sey. 


Incidentally, his real speci- 
ality is not human behayior— 
it is a species of insect called 
the “gall wasp,” for writing a 
book on which he is proud to 
bear the title “Dr.” You can 
grasp a pretty clear idea of 
what he must think of a hu- 
man’s moral and spiritual life 
when he studies (I use that 
word “study” in a loose sense) 
human beings with the same 
practiced eye that studied 
wasps for so many years! 


No, Joan, I haven't read the 
book and don’t intend to. I 
know enough about human na- 
ture after kicking around this 
globe for some fifty years to 
realize that men and women 
are weak; that uncontrolled 
passions can get folks into 
some terrific messes; that the 
human mind is fertile in think- 
ing up ways to satisfy the 
baser instincts. But human 
nature is not very original: I 
dare say that if Kinsey had 
been in ancient Greece or 
Rome he would have found 
people to answer his nosey 
questions in just the same way 
as people (some pegple) ans- 
wer them in 1953! 


While I hayen't read the 
book (and am firmly con- 
vinced that it is far better left 
unread) still I've spoken with 
a few hardy souls who, for 
reasons of review, have waded 
through most or all of it. Lots 
of it, I’m told, is taken up with 
plain ordinary statistics. And 
they’re dull reading at best. 
While the language is very 
simple and even clinical for the 
most part, still the general 


“Se 


effect is that it is beyond or- 
dinary minds to read and di- 
gest the stuff. Without suffer- 
ing from indigestion, that is. 


As one person whom I respect 
—a professional man — ex- 
pressed it: “It leaves a bad 
taste in the mouth and a feel- 
ing of depression in the heart.’’ 


The Philadelphia Bulletin, 
one of the better papers south 
of our border, had originally 
intended to publish a summary 
of the book, but it finally stop- 
ped the printing of it (“killed 
the story” as they say in the 
newspaper game) saying in- 
stead to its readers: “It is im- 
possible to present any ade- 
quate summary of the findings 
without giving unnecessary of- 
fence to many in our large 
family of readers.’ That's the 
word to describe it: “‘offen- 
sive.” And what a publicity 
build-up Kinsey and his asso- 
ciates managed to acquire for, 
the work! That would be a 
letter in itself Joan, but obvi- 
ously the purpose of the pre- 
vious fanfare was to boost 
sales of the eight dollar effort. 
And that’s a load of money to 
pay for that much dirty paper. 


Believe it or not, a total of 
less than 6,000 women were 
questioned on the most inti- 
mate details of their marital 
and pre-marital life. And there 
are 80 million women in the 
|U.S. Of those 6,000, sixty} 


were aged two to six years old. 


You can just wonder what 
kind of questions they asked 
those infants. Imagine! Also} 
interviewed were professional 
prostitutes. Almost entirely 
omitted were rural groups, de- 
yout Jews and Catholics. And 
of those willing to confide per- 
sonal secrets to a probing lay- 
man, one wonders how many 
of such would be the sort 
really to believe in a personal 
God Who gave humans moral 
laws and requires their observ- 
ance. Spiritually-minded peo- 
ple, even those who may have 
made mistakes in the past or 
who. even still know their 
weakness and their need for 
God's grace to live a good life, 
are not prone to rehash such 
personal problems as are gone

into by the Kinsey Report. 

The evaluation that the Kin- 
sey group would place upon 
their “discoveries” is of neces- 
sity superficial and of slight, if 
any, value. Only a .genuine 
Christian attitude towards the 
meaning of human life can im- 
part a deep insight into the 
mystery and dignity of sexual 
matters, You have first to 
know what a human being is: 
a union of body and soul; 
flesh and spirit; made in the 
image of God; destined for 
eternity with Him—before you 
can arrive at the real signific- 
ance of God-given sexual pow- 
er in the human. Only when 
men and women are studied as 
a composite that is something 
of the animal and something of 
the angel, does any declaration 
of sexual . activity assume 
worth, because only then do 
you begin to see that God 
created sex, as He created us, 
for a divine purpose reaching 
beyond the confines of this 
world. 

A non-Catholic judge in In- 
diana summed up adequately 
the sort of answer you could 
give the “girls” at the club 
next Thursday. Judge Niblack, 
an alumnus of Indiana Univer- 
sity (where the study by Kin- 
sey was carried out) declared: 
“If my poor Alma Mater can't 
find any better use of its funds 
than to have ‘Doc’ Kinsey ex- 
plore sex, it should use the 
money to hire some better 
halfbacks and furnish us some 
good, clean football on fall 
Saturdays.” He added that the 
publication of the book would 
do no good, and observed that 
teenagers should be taught re- 
straint and the virtues rather 
than being encouraged “‘to act 
like monkeys.”” 


- Archbishop Schulte of In- 


dianapolis was even more vig- 
orous in his condemnation of 
it: “Instead of circulating the 


findings of his investigations 


among ‘those competent to 
weigh their worth and apply 
them to the betterment of 
mankind, he (Kinsey) publi- 
cizes them like a cheap charla- 
tan and in the most unscien- 


tific fashion makes them avail- 
able to the young, the un- 
learned, the mentally deficient, 
to their great harm and the 
endangering of society.” 

So when the bridge club 
meets again, Joan, you'll have 
plenty of solid ammunition to 
fire away, Perhaps a better 
approach would be simply to 
yawn politely when Kinsey's 
name comes up and quote 
Beatrice’s remarks to Benedict 


‘in "Much Ado About Noth- 


ing”: “Why, he is the prince’s 
jester: a very dull fellow; only 
his gift is in devising impos- 
sible slanders: none but liber- 
tines delight in him; and the 
commendation is not in his 
wit, but in his villainy; for he 
both pleases men and angers 
them, and then they laugh at 
him and beat him.” 


And if the girls still insist on 
talking about Kinsey’s find- 
ings, Joan, I'd suggest that you 
reach for your hat and beat it!
